Group III has separate utility in that the 
managing of an instruction has utility in other areas than that specified in Groups I and 
II. For example, Group III has utility in processing of financial accounts or diagnostic 
testing. Group IV has utility separate from that of Groups l-lll in that the use of a 
screen manager is not a prerequisite. Screen managers can be used in cell phones or 
computer devices. Hence, Group I has utility without printing, and Group II has utility 
without changing the rank of an object and sending it over the Internet via an E-mail. 
Groups III and IV have separate utility as defined by their divergent subject matter. See

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
